OPPORTUNITY KNOCKS! 


Death has started its emu campai.cn for 
The opportunity has arrived for every 
1937. With only one month gone, fatalities 
Santa Ana and Orange county taxpayer to, 
The Stream That Needs To Be Kept Flowing 


in traffic accidents in Santa Ana and Or­ 
ange county have a terrifying uptrend. Are 
we to believe there will be as many men, 
women and children killed this year on the 
road as there were last year? Already 3 937 
leads 1936, same date, by one traffic death. 
Unless more care, more presence of mind, 
more courtesy, less speed, and less careless­ 
ness at stop-signs, become the vogue, we 
must face the fact that there will be as 
many dead on the highways, and perhaps 
more, than were killed or mangled in 3936. 
“And—Sudden Death” was hailed, when 
it first appeared in print, as one of the chief 
panaceas for death and injury on the high­ 
way. Apparently, it was not. Also, not long 
ago we were told that one of the principal I 
reasons for accidents was the fact that the 
average drver was given too much to at­ 
tract his attention from the wheel, that if 
traffic signals were standardized in Califor­ 
nia, and throughout me naion. a big step*, 
toward safety would have lx»en taken. 
We still think this is a good theory'. But 
until that time has arrived, we must work 
on the basis that signals have NOT been 
standardized, for we must face facts Con­ 
ditions are not materially changed..

This peculiar urge—virtually an urge of 
death—has been styled as “nervous ten­ 
sion.” Mildly speaking, we call it just plain 
foolhardiness.
